“arms.” 
An Italian soldier was sh ot 
and killed by Ch inese in th e 
Sh anh aikwan battle zone. Ital­ 
ian au th orities said h e h ad been 
gu aranteed safe passage and 
Rome was ex pected to demand 
satisfaction from th e Ch inese 
nationalist gov ernment.

Rush Co unty Mutual Ho lds An­ 
nual Meeting and Hears Re­ 
po rt fo r Past Year. 


LOSSES FOR YEAR 
AMOUNTED TO $25,000 


All o f the o ld o fficers o f the 
Rush Co unty Mutual Insurance 
co mpany were re-elected at the 
annual 
sto ckho lders 
meeting 
held Saturday afterno o n in the 
assembly ro o m o f the Co urt 
ho use. 
Two directo rs o f the co mpany , 
O. M. Harto n and O. M. Siler, 
were re-elected fo r a perio d o f 
three y ears. 
One o f the bright spo ts in the 
business sessio n o f the annual 
meeting was the repo rt o f a 
$200,000 increase in insurance 
co v erage by the co mpany during 
the past y ear. This indicates co n­ 
siderable pro gress by the lo cal 
co ncern which has been in o per­ 
atio n here fo r nine y ears. 
A to tal o f $25,017 was paid to 
po licy ho lders in the co unty dur­ 
ing the y ear o f 1932, this amo unt 
o f lo ss being incurred by mem­ 
bers o f the mutual o rganizatio n. 
This lo ss co mpares to practically 
the same amo unt as paid o ut by 
the co mpany during the prev io us 
y ear altho ugh the o rganizatio n 
has mo re insurance in fo rce.

Decay can be prev ented by 
ch ewing th e plant, wh ich forms 
a protectiv e film ov er th e teeth , 
according to reports brou gh t by 
Dr. W. A. Arch er to th e Smith ­ 
sonian 
Institu tion 
and 
an­ 
nou nced today . He fou nd th e 
plant in th e ju ngles of Colombia. 
Bu t along with its repu ted pro­ 
tection, th e plant tu rns th e teeth 
as black as coal. 
Th e plant was fou nd in u se 
among th e little-known tribe of 
Citara Indians, and it is a fact, 
say s Dr. Arch er, th at th ey h av e 
almost perfect teeth . Sku lls of 
past generations of th e tribe 


also sh ow th e teeth intact with 
no signs of decay . 
Ch ildren ch ew leav es of th e 
plant u ntil a protectiv e film is 
formed, and adu lts ch ew th em 
twice a y ear to repair any places 
wh ere th e film may be worn off. 
Black teeth are considered ob­ 
jects of beau ty by th e Citara 
tribe, wh ereas wh ite teeth are 
regarded as almost a deformity . 
Th e plant is a new species of a 
grou p known scientifically as th e 
sch radera, a member of th e cof­ 
fee family . 
Wh eth er th e plant does con­ 
tain some su bstance th at pre­ 
v ents tooth decay can only be 
determined by long inv estigation 
—and apparently somebody will 
h av e to get h is teeth black in 
th e process. Howev er, say s Dr. 
Arch er, preference for one color 
ov er anoth er in teeth is largely 
a matter of edu cation.

Wash ington, Jan. 16 (ZP) — 
Ru mblings among Repu blican 
forces forecast a stirring contest 
soon between th e old gu ard and 
followers of President Hoov er for 
control of th e party organiza­ 
tion. 
Already a mov e h as been 
started to resist any effort by 
Mr. Hoov er’s friends to h av e h im 
retain th e titu lar ch ieftainsh ip 
of th e party after h e retires from 
th e presidency . 
Indications are th at th e stru g­ 
gle, now being waged beh ind th e 
scènes, will break into th e open 
after March 4. 
Mr. Hoov er’s 
friends, h owev er, appear confi­ 
dent th at h e will h av e little dif­ 
ficu lty in h olding th e reins. 
Th at Mr. Hoov er desires to 
continu e as th e dominating fac­ 
tor in th e organization with a 
v iew eith er of seeking th e presi­ 
dential nomination in 1936, or 
dictating th e nominee, is th e be­ 
lief generally h eld by Repu bli­ 
cans on capitol h ill. 
Bu t members of th e old gu ard, 
wh o 
considered 
th emselv es 
sligh ted du ring th e Hoov er ad­ 
ministration, are talking abou t 
h av ing th e present party set-u p 
“cleaned ou t from top to bot­ 
tom” and a new organization 
created, with a conserv ativ e ba­ 
sis bu t a slant satisfactory to th e 
liberal element of th e party . 
Th ey want to take ov er party 
control early in th e spring to 
prepare for th e congressional 
campaign in 1934, with th e h ope 
of recaptu ring th e h ou se and 
electing a speaker, and th u s to 
pav e th e way , by a legislativ e 
record rou te, to seize th e admin­ 
istration in 1936. 
Wh ile mu ch preliminary man­ 
eu v ering is going on, th e battle 
lines 
are

y et 
definitely 
drawn. Th ey are, h owev er, to 
center abou t th e ch airmansh ip 
of th e Repu blican national com­ 
mittee, now h eld by Ev erett 
Sanders, secretary to th e late
